1. (Currently Amended) A memory aid device comprising: 
image capture means for capturing an image; 

situation analysis m e ans for g e nerating data denoting the current status of 
a predet e rmined condition; 

comparison means for automaticalty searching, upon capture of the 
captured image, for at least one previously captured image matching the captured image 
for comparing the generated status information with previously s tored status information 
also relating to said pred e temiin e d condition and being associated with at least on e 
previously captured image ; and 

image recall and display means, 

wherein the occurrence of a positive comparison by the comparison means 
causes the image recall and display means to display the at least one previously captured 
image associated with th e previously s tored status information , the at least one previously 
captured image including at least one visual memory cues to assist human a person s 
memory recall. 

2. (Currently Amended) The memory aid device of claim 1, wherein 
data denoting at he predetermined condition is generated and compared to corresponding 
data of the at least one predetermined image, the predetermined condition being at he 
location of the device and th e situation analysis m e ans comprises position finding m e ans .

4. (Currently Amended) The memory aid device of claim 2^ wherein 
the data denotirtR the predetcnniined condition is generated trom a location data 
proces s ing means comprises global positioning system receiver apparatus. 

5. (Currently Amended) The memory aid device of claim 2 wherein the 

searching is performed such that position finding means includes means for comparing 
tlie captured images is compared with previously captured images fi*om known locations. 

6. (Original) The memory aid device of claim 2, wherein the degree of 
similarity between the current status and stored status of the predetermined condition 
required to produce a positive comparison is adjustable.

8. (Original) The memory aid device of claim 4, wherein the degree of 
similarity between the current status and stored status of the predetermined condition 
required to produce a positive comparison is adjustable.

11. (Currently Amended) The memory aid device of claim 1 wherein 
a^^e predetermined condition including is the time and / or date is determined and athe 
situation analysis means comprises means coupled to a source of the time / date data and 
operable to determine when the current time / date satisfies predetermined criteria for 
recall and display of one or more previously captured images. 

12. (Currently Amended) A method of assisting memory recall 
comprising the steps of : 

capturing an image; 

generating data denoting the current status of a pred e t e rmined condition; 

upon capture of the captured image, automatically searching for at least 
one previously captured image matchinR the captured image comparing the g e nerat e d 
s tatus infonnation with previously stored status information also relating to said 
predetermined conditio n and being as s ociated with at least one previously captured 
imag e; and 

image recall and display, 

wherein the occurrence of a positive comparison during the comparison 
step causes the image recall and display of the at least one previously captured image 
associated witli th e pr e viou s ly stored status infoiTnation , the at least one previously 
captured image including at least one visual memory cues to assist human a p e rsons 
memory recall. 
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13- (New) A memory aid device of claim 1 , wherein the at least one 
visual memory cue is a visual cue other than an image of a human face in the at least one 
previously captured image. 

14. (New) A memory aid device of claim 12, wherein the at least one 
visual memory cue is a visual cue other than an image of a human face in the at least one 
previously captured image.
